THE PRESIDENTS LETTER. 


The Nation breathes freer than it did ten days 
ago. The letter of Mr. Lincoln to the Springfield 
Convention has taken a great load off of the breasts 
bf wll honest amd loyal men. Let the believers in 
the constancy of the President say what they would, 
the very anxiety they evinced to see what the con¬ 
tents of the communication were, shows that they 
were not wholly at ease in their minds. We all 
know what' an immense pressure has b^n brought 
to bear on the President to compel him to equivo¬ 
cate, at least, as to his Emancipation policy, and to 
put himself into a position in which he could make a 
pretext for falling back from it, if any proposition of 
reconciliation should come from the rebels, based 
upon that condition. As it was believed, and with 
reason, that his most responsible adviser leaned, to 
say the least, in that direction, it was not wholly 
unreasonable that doubts and fears should cast a 
cloud over many minds. The relief which the clear 
and unmistakable words of the President have 
occasioned is the greater from the uneasiness that 
went befora them. Our readers know that we 
have not shared in the sanguine belief of many of 
them that the proclamation virtually executed itself, 
and that there was no device to be found for 
doing away with it. It was our duty to be suspi¬ 
cious, and to grant sincere anti-slavery intentions to 
any high official of this guilty nation, only on the 
strong corroboration of words by deeds. The history 
of Europe is fuli of promises made by rulers only to 
be broken, and the lies varnished over with the thin 
pretence of statesmanship. We could not think the 
training of our public men calculated to lift them to 
a higher plane of political morals than that occupied 
by reactionary kings and ministers. We are happy 
to be convinced of our error. However it may be 
with other public men, Mr. Lincoln has shown himself 
a wise and honest man, who discerned the only way 
of escape fo^jjie nation, announced it, and has now 
committed himself anew to continuing in it to the 
end. We rejoice to see and acknowledge our mis¬ 
take in the doubts we have entertained on the sub¬ 
ject. 

Mr. Lincoln’s letter is a model to all letter-writers 
■wbo hold that language is. given to man to expfess 
and not to conceal his thoughts. It is one that he 
that runs can read. There is no equivocation or 
double-dealing about it. It says exactly what ht 
means, and his whole statement of the case, iff all its 
dilTerent parts, is as clear as language can make it.

The statement of the philosophy, morality and

The Captive Officers op Colored Rkgimb.\ts.— We 
find the toUowing dispatch in the New York Times of 
Wednesday: 

Washington, Sept. 8.—The President was interrogated 
to-day upon tliA subject of the exchange of prisoners, 
by the father of a New York officer of one of the co¬ 
lored regiments, who is a prisoner in Richmond. Mr. 
Lincoln said he would do all in his power to effect the 
release of these officers, and all others now prisoners, 
but he was not prepared, nor would he consent to 
make the release of officers of colored regiments an 
indispensable condition to a renewal of exchanges. 
The government was prepared to exchange man for 
man with the rebels, even should they refuse to release 
the officers of colored regiments. This would be done, 
because the government considered it unfair to make 
the case of a few officers a test question, when a much 
larger number would be benefitted by a resumption of 
exchanges, and the question of exchanging these offi¬ 
cers left open lor future consideration. He wished sin¬ 
cerely that th^ could be released speeedily, but Jell.

FcotTHfei Slave Ca.se in Bhiladelphia. —We copy the 
following article from the Philadelphia North American 
of the 2d inst: ^ 

“ As everybody. there are some 1,600 slaves 

still in the Stat^f, Delaware. Most of them are in 
the lower part of the StiHe, upon the confines of Mary¬ 
land, where negroes are also held in bondage. Nearer 
to the Pennsylvania line are numerous Africans * ow¬ 
ing service.’ They are darkies who have been condi¬ 
tionally niannmilted. Their former owners, dying, 
have bequeathed them to heirs, to be entirely free 
after serving a specified^period. When with their ‘ole 
marsers ’ the darkies did well enough ; left to others 
for a limited period, they have often found themselves 
worked half to death. When perpetual ownership had 
departed from the holder, he often used the poor chat¬ 
tel like a hired horse, only to get but of him the most 
service in a short time. 

** A poor slave woman thus circumstanced some time 
ago ran away. She came to this city and supported 
herself in comfort. Yesterday morning she was at

SOLD AT SAVANNAH. 


Whes I was employed in taking surveys for the 
projected line between Warrenton, in Georgia, and 
Clarksville, in South Carolina, I made the town of 
Augusta, in the former State, my headquarters. The 
line came to nothing; they coulil not find capital for 
it, considering the trifling amount of traffic to be 
expected, but that was no fault of mine: The direc¬ 
tors paid me well; I was their head surveyor, and 
my two horses were none too many for the long and 
rough rides I had to take, with muddy fords to cross, 
and tangled swamps to pick my way through. I 
was lodged in rather a quiet boarding-house, a hun¬ 
dred yards out of the town,' where the people were 
kind stnd decent, and where I was free from the 
incessant noise and quarrels of the Augusta hotels. 
My board cost me, as usual so far South, three dol¬ 
lars and a half, and I got accommodation for my 
horses close by. Well occupied as I was, I had little 
leisure, and less inclination for picking up idle 
acquaintances among the horse-ipokeys and card- 
players of Augusta. I knew four or five of the better 
sort of young men, but only one family. This was a 
Quaker household, very good, gentle, worthy folks 
from Boston, who seemed strangely misplaced among 
that fierce and dissolute population.

Far be it from me, however, to throw any shade of 
ridicule on those estimable people; kindlier hearts 
never beat beneath sad-colored raiment than theirs ;

One day, I was riding home from a long exploring 
expedition among the fords and creeks of the Savan¬ 
nah river, which river, through its entire course, 
serves as a houndary-line between Georgia and'South 
Carolina, when I came to a fork in the road, and had 
to choose between three several tracks.

The Bingleys, therefore, were served by free 
blaclb,men and women, lawfully hired at fair wages, 
and free to come and go; and I dare say I never 
heard of one tithe of the persecutions, the brutal 
threaM, the grave remonstrances, and the mob-out¬ 
rages which this quaintly honest family had to endure 
in consequence. To mf ^eat joy, I heard thut they 
had quitted the South at the first signs of civil war 
and military violence, or I should indeed tremble for 
them now.

The Corresponding Secretary of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Commission has just returned from a visit to 
Middle Tennessee, and the front of the army of the 
Cumberland, and has possessed himself of the general 
facts in regard to a field which will soon make very 
large demands upon the benevolence of the North. 
WitMn the present lines of the army, the number of 
the freedmen is less than in the districts which have 
been occupied by Gen. Grant. The rebel armies 
and rebel owners have gathered up and driven 
■South very large numbers of the slaves, especiaUy 
the able-bodied ones, both women and men, with the 
doable purpose of preventing them from falling into 
our hands, and of using them for their own benefit. 

Again, it has not been the policy of Gen. Rosecrans, 
we thinks to favor the coming of families, and large 
companies of escaping slaves into his lines and camps, 
as has been the cap in some other locations, so that for 
the present, this field is a different one from those on 
the coast or along the Mississippi. Notwithstanding 
this, however, there are already thousands at differ¬ 
ent points and scattered through the army as labor¬ 
ers, for whose welfare and instruction means should 
at once be provided, and for whom little or nothing 
has as jet been done. A small Colony is at Gallatin, 
and this will probably be increas^H, but it, needs 
a more efficient system for its management, tCan its 
best friends are able to adopt now. It needs a sup¬ 
port from some'strong organization at the North, in¬ 
stead of depending upon irregular, and therefore 
ineffectual efforts. 

A large number, no one can say exactly how 
large, is at Nashville ; for them, it is thought, I'lttle or 
notMng is done. There is certainly no systematic 
effort, of which anything is known. Tbe servants 
and hired laborers of all descriptions in the army 
form a large body, and the only effort in tbeir behalf 
so far as is known, is the occasional learning of a 
lesson by a few, from some of the kind-hearted sol¬ 
diers. Of course this amounts to but little, almost
